No. 14 / 58 . —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Imports 
and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), as in force In India and as applied 
to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby, makes the following 
further amendment in the Imports Control Order, 1955, published with the Order 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry No. 17/65 
dater the 7th December 1955, namely: — 

In the said Order, in clause 11, after sub-clause (L) the following sub-clause 
shall be inserted namely.— 

“(m) by officials of the United Nations Organisation and its specialised 
agencies who arc exempt from payment of customs duty under the 
United Nations (Privileges and Immunities) Act, 1947."

Subject: — Import policy for Insulin — April — September, 1956 period. 

No. 75 -ITC(FN)/ 58 . —Attention of the Established Importers is invited to the 
current policy for Drugs and Medicines as detailed In Appendix XIX to the 
current Red Ebok from which it will be seen that 'Insulin all sorts’ can be import¬ 
ed against licences granted, to Established Importers both on the Soft and General 
Areas. 

2. Certain representations have been received to the effect that there is some 
shortage of certain varieties of Insulin in the country, viz., Insulin Zine suspen¬ 
sion, Insulin Zinc Suspension (Amorphous), Insulin Zinc Suspension (Crystal¬ 
line) and Isophane Insulin. This matter has been reconsidered and it has been 
decided that, to relieve the immediate shortage, additional licences will be grant¬ 
ed to Established Importers who had imported these varieties of Insulin during 
the licensing period October ’57—March ’58. Such of the Established importers as 
had imported these varieties of Insulin during the period 1st October 1957 to 
31st March 1958 should submit applications for grant of adhoc licences to the Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay in the prescribed form and 
manner by 20t.h September 1958. Applications should be supported by acceptable 
evidence in proof of past imports claimed during the half year October’57— 
March’58. The additional licences, where granted, will be vaild for import of 
these varieties of Insulin only and the licences will be given a reduced period 
of validity of four months to ensure immediate supplies.
